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Morin Gets Report on 
Two Personnel Bills. 


JOHN M. MORIN, 
Chairman, House Military Committee. 
N preceding statements it has been 

my pleasure to refer to the report 
of the General Personnel Board on the 
subject of promotion and retirement and 
the general bill, H. R. 7743, introduced 
by me embodying the Board’s recom- 
mendations. It will be remembered the 
Board also submitted a supplemental 
report suggesting the advisability of 
introducing separate bills. In _ conse- 
auence Senator Reed, Chairman of the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee, in- 
troduced 14 separate bills in each body. 

The Senate has held hearings on the 
general bill, and the members of the 
Board appeared before the Senate Com 
and 


mittee in support of the measure 

to answer questions that S_ iators might 
eare to ask following their explanation. 
It is my understanding tiat no ques- 
tions were asked concerning the 14 sep- 
arate bills. 


Asked For Report. 

Having in mind that the War Depart- 
ment made no recommendation through 
the Secretary of War and knowing the 
House Committee on Military Affairs 
desired the official expression of the 
War Department through the Secretary 
of War, I have asked for report on the 
several bills introduced in the House. 
Undoubtedly those interested in the ar- 
ticles appearing in the Army and Navy 
Journal will appreciate the Secretary’s 
expression on each of these separate 
bills. The bill, H. R. 8147 and H. R. 
$148, are the first two introduced, and 
on these the Secretary of War has sub- 
miited an official report. 

H. R. 8147 giving an officer the right 
to retire after he shall have completed 
35 years’ service is carried as a proviso 
in Section 6 of the general bill. Pev- 
hans the most authoritative information 
I can give on this measure is from the 


report of the Secretary of War. He 
states the following: 
“I favor the passage of this bill. It is 


not in conflict with the financial program 
of the President. It would establish a 
minimum length of service, 35 years, for 
voluntary retirement of officers of the 
Army which is the same as the length 
of commissioned service upon comple- 
tion of which line captains of the Navy 
are automatically transferred to the re- 
tired list. The changes that will be 
brought about in existing law by the 
proposed legislation and the effect of 
such changes stated briefly are as fol- 
lows: It would insure the retirement 
of officers who apply and who have 
served between 35 and 40 years, in lieu 
of authorizing or requiring executive 
discretion to be exercised in such cases 
at present. It would not make eligi- 


as 


ble for retirement any officer ineligible 
under existing law nor would it change 
the rank or retired pay of any officer 
retired. It would not prejudice the 
chances of any officer, to remain on 
active service if he so elects and is 


qualified up to the time of reaching the 
statutory age of 64 years. It would not 
make any ultimate increase in the retire- 
ment list, since it would merely cause 
a few eventual retirements to be slightly 
accelerated.” 

Recognizes Fundamental Principle. 

The Secretary of War then concluudes 
with the following statement: 

“I favor the passage this bill for 
the rcason that it recognizes the funda- 
mental principle that officers should 
have the right to withdraw from active 
service, should they so desire, after long 
service. It is believed that 35 years of

EARINGS before the House Naval 

- Affairs Committee, which were ad- 
journed on Jan. 19 until Jan. 23 in order 
to give members of the Committee op- 
portunity to make the Saratoga inspec- 
tion trip to Hampton Roads, will be con- 
cluded within a few days and it is antici- 
pated that the bill will be reported out 
favorably the last of next week. 

Declaring itself almost unanimously 
opposed to any cancellation clause and 
in favor of a definite time limit that 
would insure prompt completion of the 
ships, the Committee, after hearing the 
Secretary of the Navy and the Chief of 
Naval Operations, proposes to go into 
the question of cost immediately after 
the technical experts have been heard. 

Asked for Cost Data. 

The Department has been asked to pre- 
pare specific data as to the costs of 
construction and maintenance for a pe- 
riod of fifteen years, including the in- 
crease of enlisted personnel, estimated 
at 30,000, which the proposed additions 
to the Navy will necessitate. This data 
will be presented by the Secretary per- 
sonally, probably after the Committee 
has heard Rear Adms. H. P. Jones and 
A. T. Long with reference to what hap- 
pened at the Geneva conference. 

That the Committee will report favor- 
ably on the five-year program seems as- 
sured and criticism by its members over 
the failure to have a definite time limit 
incorporated, in conjunction with the 
Committee’s action, practically unani- 
mous, in rejecting the clause authorizing 
the President to stop construction in the 
event of another limitation conference, 
indicates that the measure will have 
vigorous and powerful backing on the 
floor of the House. 

Wrong Impression Created. 

An erroneous impression prevails in 
some quarters as to the time-limit pro- 
vision. Departmental officials point out 
that the present day procedure, under 
the budget system, is for the depart- 
ment to submit recommendations for au- 
thorization of new construction. In the 
event that the authorization measure is 


passed, data is already prepared for 
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submission to the Appropriations Com- 
mittee giving 2 comprehensive schedule 
for the initial appropriation and each 
year’s expenditures during the nine-year 
period which it is estimated it will take 
to complete the three-quarter of a billion 
dollar program. Given the appropriations, 
they say, the time limit will take care 
of itself. Obviously naval officials are 
heartily in accord with the Committee’s 
avowed intention to “build ships” and 
not merely lay down a paper program. 
No Differences Exist. 

In this connection, it is pointed out, 
that intimations of a difference of opin- 
ion between the Secretary and the Gen- 
eral Board are without foundation. It 
is true that the. original recommenda- 
tions made by the Board for the program 
did not contain the cancellation clause. 
This was incorporated by the Secretary, 
not at administration instigation, but to 
conform to the precedent set at the last 
session and to conform to the Congres- 
sional «ttitude. Last session the cruiser 
bill carried no such clause, but the pro- 
vision was inserted in Congress before 
the measure was passed. 

The hearings have brought out a 
wealth of facts regarding the condition 
and needs of the Navy and before they 
are completed the Committee may ask 
that the entire General Board twenty- 
year program be laid before it for its 
guidance in drafting the current legisla- 
tion. 

In discussing the action of the Com- 
mittee for a time limit, Representative 
Butler said: 


“The motion lays down the principle 
upon which the measure to be reported 
will be based. The Committee later will 


decide on the program. It is the opinion of 
the Committee that what we do in the way 
of a program should be carried out and 
the ships actually built. If only an au- 
thorization were made without a time limit 
might find ourselves in the position 


we 
created by the authorization of eight cruis- 
ers in 1924, six of which are yet to be 
built. 


“I believe that when Congress declares 
for a shipbuilding program it will carry 
it out. Our purpose now is to build ships 
for the Navy and there is no reason why 
that should not be done.” 

Representative Britten declared that the

Air Corps Building | Bill Pending 





i . . the expenditure of $4,- 

: :716 for necessary construction at 
Army Air Corps flying fields and depots, 
the James bill, H. R. 7009, has passed 
the House of Representatives and awaits 
consideration by the Senate. 

The Senate yesterday reported favor- 
ably the bill with four amendments, the 
first for bachelor officers’ quarters at 
Schofield Barracks, Hawaii, $108,000; the 
second for construction at Fort Sill, 
Okla., $30,000; the third an amendment 
authorizing appropriation of $185,000 to 
raze the mess hall and commence con- 
struction of cadet barracks at West 
Point, and the fourth for construction at 
Walter Reed Hospital, $310,000. 

This bill, the result of Congressman 
W. Frank James’ extended tour of Army 
posts and stations during the past sum- 
mer, also provides for the acceptance by 
the Secretary of War of approximately 
2,400 acres of land, in fee simple, without 
cost to the United States, in the vicinity 
of San Antonio, Tex., for the establish- 
ment of a new Primary Flying School 
and flying field with an amendment by 
Congressman Wurzbach, of Texas, au- 
thorizing $700,000 for barracks; $156,000 
for non-commissioned officers quarters 
and $1,020,000 for officers quarters at 
the proposed new primary school. 

Other items in the bill are as follows: 








$80,000 for construction of supply 
warehouse and administration building 
at Bolling Field; $5,629 for a heating 
system in the hangars at Chanute Field; 
$30,644 for construction of a machine 
shop, aero repair building, dope-house 
and lean-to for the boiler room at Fort 
Crockett; $3,858 for macadamizing the 
hangar line and the construction of a 
storm sewer and surface drainage for 
hangars at Fort Sam Houston; $39,500 
for a steel hangar at Luke Field, Hawaii, 
and $6,979 for a radio-hut; $610,000 for 
construction at Kelly Field, Tex., $316,- 
000 of which is for hangars; $6,068 for 
a hangar heating plant at Langley 
Field, Va.; $117,597 for hangars and 
concrete flooring in warehouse at Mid- 
dletown Air Depot, Pa.; $14,177 for con- 
struction of an apron for hangars and 
an instrument house and engine repair 
building at San Antonio Air Depot, Tex.; 

$49,500 for a hydrogen gas container at 
Scott Field, Ill.; $36,000 for gasoline and 
oil tanks at Fairfield Air Depot, Ohio; 
$101,000 for school buildings and night 
flying equipment at March Field, Calif.; 
$231,000 for construction at Maxwell 
Field, Ala.; $294,000 for construction at 
Mitchel Field, N. Y.; $381,264 for Self- 
ridge Field, Mich.; and $400,000 for the 
construction of a landing field at Albrook 
Field, Canal Zone.

Army-Navy Athletic 


Developments Loom 


THE fate of Army-Navy athletic rela- 

tions for the coming year will be 
determined shortly. Recent develop- 
ments point to definite announcements in 
the near future which will clear up the 
whole situation. 

At Annapolis this week, Comdr. Jonas 
Ingram, U. S. N., Director of Athletics, 
stated that the Navy was keeping the 
date of November 24 open for a “rea- 
sonable time.” 

Holds Break Final. 

At West Point, Maj. P. B. Fleming, 
Graduate Manager of Athletics, an- 
nounced that the Military Academy de- 
plored the “press discussion” of the in- 
cident and considered the cancellation of 
the 1928 football classic as final. 

At the Capitol, Representative Brit- 
ten issued several statements and an- 
nounced that he and Representative Fish 
expected to see the President ir. the near 
future in an ende’.vor to interest the 
Commander-in-Chief in “saving the 
Army-Navy Game for 1928.” Represen- 
tative Fish declared they would ask the 
President to “order the playing of the 
game.” 

Representative Howard, of Nebraska, 
and Representative Rathbone, of Illinois, 
accepting the Army announcement that 
the game with Navy is definitely off, 
suggested to the Universities of Ne- 
braska and Chicago respectively that 
they invite Army to play on Nov. 24. 

Nebraska For Army Game. 

Nebraska, it is understood, would like 
to play Army on that date and looms 
as Army’s opponent. Should there be no 
compromise, although several other 
colleges have made bids for the game, 
Chicago, it has been learned, has made 
no bid for the game. 

If Navy schedules another oppcnent to 
play at Franklin Field, Philadelphia, 
Nov. 24, Princeton will probably be the 
institution named, although like Army 
a number of bids have been made by 
other colleges. 

The general attitude of individual of- 
ficers in the services is that rather than 
allow the discussion between the Army 
and Navy on athletic rel: ions become 
so embittered that future agreement will 
be rendered impossible, it would be best 
to allow the Army-Navy game for 1928 
remain unplayed rather than attempt to 
“coerce” either Academy into playing 
under terms not agreeable to it. 

That the break will extend to all other 
Army-Navy competitions affected by the 
eligibility rules is expected, as both the 
Army and Navy attitudes at uresent in- 
dicate little hope of caange in the near 
future.

Game Contract Made Publie 
YHAIRMAN JOHN M. MORIN, of the 
House Military Affairs Committee 
yesterday made public a copy of the 
four-year Army-Navy football contract 
in the following statement: 

“It seems to me thatit would clarify 
the situation regarding the controversy 
over the Army-Navy football game if the 
four-year contract which was entered 
into by the two Academies on the fifth 
day of October, 1926, which the Naval 
Academy now repudiates, were fairly un- 
derstood by the public. The following 
copy of the contract is published with 
that object in view. 

“The following agreement is entered into 
this 5th day of October, 1926, by and be-

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Navy Program Presentation Renews Editorial Discussion 





RENEWED EDITORIAL DISCUSSION of the Navy Program has followed the 
testimony of Secretary Wilbur, Admiral Hughes and other officers before the 
House Naval Affairs Committee. The general trend indicates that the country at 
large firmly favors the adoption of a definite program to meet our naval needs, 
although there is apparently considerable diversity of opinion as to what our naval 
needs should be. Some editors support the program presented by Secretary Wilbur; 
others feel that the policy outlined involves too great expenditures and advocate 
curtailment. 
HE Boston Globe (Independent) states the program is “an effective way to induce 
others to come to a sensible agreement.” The Worcester (Mass.) Gazette (Inde- 
pendent) believes “parity” and “5-5-3” are “about as clear formulas for our needs 
as could readily be approximated.” The Springfield (Mass.) Evening Union (Re- 
publican) sees in Wilbur’s testimony “the sound policy of the Administration in 
naval affairs.” The Gardner (Mass.) News (Independent) finds it ‘hard” to recon- 
cile the new naval program with “disarmament.” The Portsmouth (N .H.) Herald 
(Independent), on the other hand, declares the program “seems to meet with gen- 


eral favor.” 


HE Norwich, Conn. Bulletin (Republican), asserts “we are far from having 

our proper naval equipment. Such a program as planned would provide 
it.” The Hartford, Conn. Times (Ind. Democratic), expresses the opinion that 
“Mr. Wilbur Asks Too Much” approving the program only as a “gesture.” The 
Providence, R. 1., Bulletin (Independent), concludes “the needs of national defense 
demand an adequate naval force, regardless of Great Britain’s strength or that of 
any other nation.” The Camden, N. J., Courier (Ind. Republican) remarks “it 
would be perfectly proper and perhaps ‘good business’ for the Navy to be prepared 
with plans in case the treaty is not renewed.” The Paterson, N. J., Press (Inde- 


pendent) views the program with “alarm.” 


(THE New York Evening Post (Independent), holds that the program provides 

for “replacement,” is not “competitive” and is “simply to keep our Navy 
at the 5-5-3 ratio.” The Albany News believes “the sentiment of the country is 
for a strong Navy * *.* but the program proposed seems unduly large.” The 
Ithaca Journal-News (Independent), takes the presentation of ‘the program as 
an indication of a “most disquieting drift in international affairs.” The Hornell, 
N. Y. Tribune-Times (Independent), advises that we “move slowly in shipbuilding 
until we are sure no further restrictions will be agreed upon. “The Syracuse Post- 
Standard (Republican), opposes the program. The New York Evening World 
(Democratic), remarks “It is difficult to understand why we are not entitled to 


as strong a Navy as any other country.” 





HE Philadelphia Public Ledger (Ind. Republican), favors a “well-rounded 
program” which should not be formulated with a view to limitation agreements 
later. The Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican), considers the program “financially 
feasible” and “properly balanced.” The St. Mary’s, Pa. Daily Press (Independent), 
views a “great and powerful Navy as the surest guarantee of peace.” The Wuashe 
ington Post (Ind. Republican), calls on Congress to “provide protection” in the 
form of a first-class Navy. The Lynchburg, Va. News (Democratic), observes “the 
Navy should be strong because wars are still likely.” The Tampa, Fla. Tribune 
(Democratic), can see no “big-Navy” sentiment in the country. 


AE Lansing, Mich. State Journal (Independent), recalls that “every time we 
“have let our Navy run down and go to rot, we have had to build it anew 
at tremendous expense. The better plan is to keep the Navy up-to-date.” The 
Kalamazoo, Mich. Gazette (Independent), thinks “it is barely possible that our 
country may need a $725,000,000 warship program.” The Duluth, Minn. News- 
Tribune (Republican), does not believe any “naval race” will be inaugurated. The 
St. Paul, Minn. Pioncer Press (Ind. Republican), discusses the entire situation 
and blames the British attitude for the program. The Des Moines, Ia. Register 
(Ind. Republican), asks “Why Court Trouble?” in reference to announcements of 
the construction program. 


‘THE Chicago Daily Tribune (Republican), favors “the building ‘of an adequate 

Navy with a view to minding our own business.” The Kansas City Star 
(Independent), asserts arms limitation hopes “should not deter the United States 
from keeping its National Defense up.” The South Bend, Ind. Tribune (Ind. Repub- 
lican), quotes Admiral Hughes’ statement that the program would afford America 
“reasonable security” and comments “this can hardly be interpreted as a concession 
to jingoism.” The Terre Haute, Ind. Tribune (Independent), takes the opposite view 
= says “Mr. Wilbur obviously hasn’t heard that there is talk of peace in the 
world.” 


HE St. Louis Globe-Democrat (Republican), upholds the Navy program and 
declares “Senator King Is Talking Nonsense” when he calls the proposals 
“criminal madness.” The Lowisville, Ky. Courier-Journal (Democratic), looks upon 
a “wartime Navy at this period” as “competitive.” The Oklahoma City News (In- 
dependent), links up the Navy program with a demand for a Nicarauguan Canal 
as added “insurance on our national safety.” The Dallas, Tex. Journal (Ind. Dem- 
ocratic), states that our “peace arguments” have been “weakened * * by 
strengthening our war machinery.” The San Francisco Chronicle (Independent), 
remarks “If we are to have any Navy at all it ought to be well-balanced, not 
lopsided as it is without the cruisers called for.” The Portland, Ore. Journal (In- 
dependent), assails larger appropriations for the Army and Navy as “cash register 
patriotism.” 





Says Army Is Peace Force 


GECRETARY of War Davis, the prin- 

cipal speaker at the opening of a 
conference on the Cause and Cure of 
War, January 15, outlined for the audi- 
ence the purpose of America’s military 
forces and told them that they were 
great forces for peace. 

Extracts from his speech follows: 


While we have no thoughts of agegres- 
sion or conquest, we insist upon unmo- 
lested development and the undisturbed 
government of our lives as we may see fit 
to order them. We insist upon security 
within our national frontiers and the free 
and undisturbed right to navigate the high 
seas. We must maintain the right to de- 
fend American lives and property. We 
wish neither to provoke war by over-pre- 
paredness; ner to invite it by under-pre- 
paredness. 

There are two distinct kinds of pre- 
paredness for war. The first and best 
known kind is preparedness for aggressive 
war. This kind of preparedness is char- 
acterized, first, by the possession of a large 
regular army constantly under arms which 
serves as a school of instruction for the 
whole manhood of the nation; and, second, 
by the ability to mobilize the entire nation 
in arms within the period of a few days. 
It is usually assumed in abstract discus- 
sions that all preparedness is of this kind. 
But this is a great error * * * 

The so-called “Educational Orders” plan, 
suggested by civilians several years ago as 
a result of World War experience, illus- 
trates defensive as opposed to offensive 
preparedness. A nation bent on aggres- 
sion desires large governmentally con- 
trolled arsenals, capable of making secret- 
ly huge stocks of munitions in prepara- 
tion for a sudden attack. A nation seek- 
ing only to defend itself is content to re- 
duce its reserves to the minimum, if its 
factories have on their shelves the jigs, 
gauges and dies and a factory plan neces- 
sary to quick production in case it is at- 
tacked. The plan is economical, accords 
with our democratic principles of citizen 
preparedness, and could not possibly be 
considered a menace by other nations as it 
is purely defensive. It is the very anti- 
thesis of militarism. * e 

Our preparations are not a menace to 
other nations. The geographical situation 
of our country is such that we may make 
a safe defense without building up a men- 
nee to any other nation. The National De- 
fense Act gives us a defensive system, a 
citizen army, such as Washington advo- 
cated. The inertia of a citizen army to 
take up arms is a powerful restraint 
against an aggressive foreign policy. In 
our country a resort to arms is never 
planned. It comes in spite of ourselves. 
. . - 

That great Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court and interpreter of our Constitution, 
John Marshall, in response to the assertion 
that we need not be afraid of war, said: 


Ask National Matches for 1928 


(CONGRESSIONAL action is sought on 


Rifle Matches annually. In a_ booklet 
just issued by the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation, reciting the history of the 
matches, stress is laid upon the necessity 
of holding them every year without ces- 
sion. The House Committee on Military 
Affairs has reported favorably a bill in- 
troduced by Congressman Speaks which 
provides for holding these matches an- 
nually and this bill is now pending. 

The National Rifle Association sug- 
gests that sufficient funds be provided 
in the War Department Appropriations 
bill to hold these matches in August and 


September, 1928, through the transfer 
of funds from items of lower priority 
in the War Department Appropriation 
bill. It is expected that action will be 
sought on the floor of the House to se- 
cure $500,000 to defray the expenses of 
the matches when Army appropriations 
are brought up for discussion. 

The House Committee report on the 
bill providing for the annual competi- 
tion stated: 

“This bill is an amendment to Section 
133 of the National Defense Act and pro- 
vides in mandatory language for the hold- 
ing of the rifle competitions or National 
Matches every year. 

“These annual competitions have been 
heid every year since 1903, except in 1912 
and 1918 (World War), until 1926. The 
War Department made no. provision for 
the Matches in 1926 and, although held in 
1927, have made no provision for holding 
them in the calendar year 1928, although 
the present law, Section 113, National De- 
fense Act, contemplated that the national 
trophies provided by Congress were to be 
contested for annually. 

These Matches are open to the Army, 
Marine Corps, National Guard, Citizens’ 
Military Training Corps, Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps, and civilian rifle clubs, and 
last year 101 teams participated in said 
matches. 

“Your Committee is convinced that the 
best interests of our National Defense will 
be served by providing these National 
Matches every year. This opinion is sup- 
ported by the National Rifle Association 
of the United States, the Reserve Officers’ 
Association of the United States, and the 
National Board for the Promotion of Rifie 
Practice. 

“The amendment further provides that 
t : the War Department will be required to 
If we be prepared to defend ourselves, provide for the expenses of these annual 
there will be little inducement to attack National Matches out of the whole sum 
us. appropriated for the National Defense. 

“The Committee believes that the holding 
of these National Matches and the School 
of Marksmanship, held in connection 
therewith, every year, are of such vital 
importance to our National Defense that 
the intent of Congress should be clearly 
indicated as this represents the purpose 
of this bill.”

Army Fund Hearings Near End 
HEARINGS on the War Department 
? Appropriations bill are nearing a 
close before the Appropriations Commit- 
tee of the House of Representatives and 
it is expected that the bill will be re- 
ported within the next week. 

Considerable interest is attached to 
the amount which may be carried in the 
bill under the general heading “Pay of 
the Army” and whether or not any 
change has been made in the provisions 
for an average enlisted strength of 
118.750 men. 

That an effort will be made upon the 
floor of the House to insert an amend- 
ment in the bill increasing this average 
strength in order to care for the addi- 
tional enlisted personnel of the Air 
Corps, provided for under the Five-Year 
Program, is practically certain. 

\iuch discussion has been aroused on 
this point by the recent announcement 
of the War Department of a redistribu- 
tion of the present allotted strength of 
the Army in order to care for this Air 
Corps increase and it is understood that 
several strong protests of this policy 
have been voiced by the other branches 
of the Army affected. 

Indications are that this move by the 
War Department, necessitated by action 
of the Budget, will bring a strong re- 
action in Congressional circles among 
those who feel that the Department has 
been forced to discriminate in favor of 
one branch of the Army at the expense 
of others. It has been pointed out that 
the action of Congress in authorizing the 
increase in the Air Corps was clear as 
to intent and that the action of the 
Budget in refusing to allow the increase 
to be additional, to the authorized 
strength of 118,750 men will be regarded 
as a challenge of authority. 

That the Air Corps itself does not fa- 
vor this method of gaining its necessary 
increased strength has been unofficially 
intimated. 





PAY INCREASE CONSIDERED. 

The Navy Department has under con- 
sideration a tentative draft of proposed 
legislation providing for a 20 per cent 
increase in pay for the commissioned 
personnel of the Navy. No final deci- 
sion has been reached as to whether ac- 
tion will be taken at this session or not.

Heads Sears-Roebuck 

G NERAL ROBERT E. WOOD’S elec- 

tion as President of Sears-Roebuck 
> and Co, to succeed 
the late Charles M. 
Kittle, adds another 
Army-trained execu- 
tive to the long list 
of former Army offi- 
cers who have 
achieved notable 
success in civil life. 
It elevates to the 
highest post in the 
Sears-Roebuck ad- 
OO ministration an offi- 
(c) Moffett Studio cer who aided in 
General Wood. the building of the 
Panama Canal, whose administrative 
ability secured for him important posts 
in the military service, and who is widely 
known in civilian circles as a man of 
extensive business experience. 

General Wood was born in Kansas 
City, Mo., June 13, 1879. He entered the 
U. S. Military Academy June. 15, 1896, 
and was graduated June 15, 1900. He 
served as lieutenant of Cavalry with 
troops in the Philippine Islands during 
the Insurrection of 1900 to 1902 and was 
assigned to Ft. Assinniboine, Mont., 
from 1902 to 1903. He was sent to West 
Point as instructor and served there 
from August, 1902, to 1903. In 1905 to 
1915 he was assigned to the Canal 
Service, serving as Superintendent, As- 
sistant Chief Quartermaster and Chief 
of the Building Department. 

In May, 1915, General Wood resigned 
from the Canal Service to become as- 
sistant to the vice president of E. I. 
Dupont de Nemours Co. and was there 
until October, 1915. He became assist- 
ant to the President of the General 
Asphalt Co. in October, 1915, and re- 
mained there until May, 1917. After 
war was declared in 1917 General Wood 
reentered the service with the rank of 
Major anc became general purchasing 
officer of the Emergency Fleet Corpora- 
tion. 

He sailed for France with the 42nd 
Division as Colonel of Infantry. In 
April, 1918, he was recalled to the U. S. 
and promoted to brigadier general, act- 
ing as Quartermaster General. He was 
awarded a Distinguished Service Medal 
and the C. M. G. by the British govern- 
ment. He resigned from the Army in 
March, 1919, and was appointed general 
merchandise manager of Montgomery 
Ward and Co., later becoming vice presi- 
dent. He left there in 1924 to become 
Vice President in charge of all retail 
store and factory operations of Sears- 
Roebuck & Co. 








WAIT BACHELOR PAY REPORT. 
CTION on the proposed legislation to 
remove from the present Pay Bill 
the discrimination against bachelors in 
the Services is merely waiting on a re- 
port from the Army to the inquiry sent 
to the Services interested. Affirmative 
replies have been received from the Coast 
Guard, Marine Corps and Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, and on receipt of favor- 
able action from the War Department, 
the Navy Department wiil submit the 
bill to the budget for approval. 

Briefly the proposed legislation would 
strike out from the pay law the clause 
which specifies that no rental allowances 
shall be made to officers without de- 
pendents while on field or sea duty.

Bandleaders’ Bill Opposed 
GITATION which has been going on 
in certain Congressional and Army 
circles in order to obtain commissioned 
rank for bandleaders has received a se- 
rious setback. 
The bill, S. 750, introduced in the Sen- 
ate by Senator Hiram Bingham, of Con- 


necticut, has been disapproved by Sec-° 


retary Davis in a letter to Senator Reed, 
of Pennsylvania, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs. The 
letter was in answer to a request for 
a War Department report. 

Enactment of this bill would change 
the present designation of bandleader 
to Band Master and would make Band 
Masters either first or second lieuten- 
ants, in accordance with the require- 
ments of the bill. 

The War Department, in Secretary 
Davis’ letter, strongly disapproves this 
proposed legislation and states that 
musicians, as a class, are generally not 
fitted for the functions of military com- 
mand or administration because of the 
fact that they have devoted most of 
their lives to the attainment of musical 
aims and have had no time to acquire 
the necessary military background. 

The letter says, in part: “Army band- 
leaders, in the grade of warrant officer, 
find themselves in a congenial social 
status, at present, due to the fact that 
their associates are other warrant offi- 
cers and the non-commissioned officers 
of the higher grades, men of high class. 
who are about of the same age and 
length of service as the bandleaders 
themselves. Were bandleaders given 
commissions in the junior grades, their 
associates would be other officers in the 
junior grades, men much younger, gen- 
erally, than themselves, with little or 
nothing in common. This would not be 
conducive to the general contentment of 
either the bandleaders or their families, 
nor could it lead to the close association 
and comradeship which now exists where 
men of the same rank are of about the 
same age and length of service.” 





S-4 INQUIRY NEAR END. 
HE Naval Court of Inquiry investigat- 
ing the S-4 disaster is nearing the 
end of its investigation into the accident 
itself and the subsequent salvage opera- 
tions. There is a possibility that on com- 
pletion of its work, the Beard may ad- 
journ and postpone its final report until 
after the salvaging is complete and it 
has a chance to inspect the wreckage. 
This however may the subject of a spe- 
cial investigation in which the Board 
will submit its preliminary report. 
Announcement of the Special Board is 
still waiting final action by Congress 
which is expected in the near future.

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Ration Bill Passed 
(CONFIRMING the Executive Order of 

“ President Coolidge in which he set 
forth the components of the new Army 
Ration which was increased by the pas- 
sage of the James Ration Bill during 
the 69th Congress, the House has passed 
H. R. 7007. 

This bill, introduced by Congressman 
W. Frank James, of Michigan, is sup- 
plementary to that which Mr. James 
sponsored last year and merely sets forth 
specifically, by law, the various ingre- 
dients which make up the component 
parts of the ration. It is expected that 
the bill will be promptly passed in the 
Senate. 





Army Mutual Aid Reports 
'MHE annual meeting of the Army Mu- 

tual Aid Association was held at the 
Army and Navy Club, Washington, D. 
C., on Tuesday, Jan. 17, 1928. 


The reports of the Executive Committee 
and of the Treasurer showed the Associa- 
tion to be in excellent condition, the mem- 
bership being 5,838 and the reserve amount- 
ing to $1,287,000, which with premiums due 
for the year 1928 make the total assets of 
the Association over $1,500,000. 

General McIntyre, the President of the 
Association who presided at the meeting, 
announced that the Secretary, Major La- 
Garde, and a Subcommittee of the Execu- 
tive Committee were making a study with a 
view to proposing to the membership a plan 
for paid-up insurance for older members, 
the value of insurance to be in proportion 
to premiums paid in. It is expected to 
present a plan before the next annual meet- 
ing. 

The report of the Executive Committee 
called attention to the excellent growth 
made by the Association in recent years. 
It was especially noted that the Executive 
Committee, in order to protect the member- 
ship of the Association, was using great 
care in the selection of applicants for mem- 
bership and that at the present time 8 per 
cent of those applying were being rejected. 
In view of the fact mentioned, it seemed 
to the Committee that all members should 
interest themselves in securing applications 
from non-members during the earlier years 
of their service, in other words while they 
were yet young and could secure insurance 
at a low premium rate and before the ap- 
pearance of physical disabilities which so 
often develop in middle age.

The Massachusetts Society, Sons of 
the American Revolution, at their an- 
nual dinner on Jan. 17 awarded the 
Knox Trophy for Coast Artillery to Bat-

Col. Blanton Winship, U. 8. A., Mili- 
tary Aide to President Coolidge, has 
been selected as a military legal adviser 
to Governor-General Henry L. Stimp- 
son of the Philippines.

New M. G. Course for Cavalry 
NEW Machine Rifle Marksmanship 
Course for the Cavalry has been ap- 

proved for 1928 by the War Department. 
During the year 1927, the Cavalry used 
a tentative course based on the course 
for the infantry automatic rifle. This 
course was somewhat of a makeshift 
and not entirely suitable for the ma- 
chine rifle, but was used on account of 
the fact that the many Cavalry units 
which had not received the new weapons 
were to use the infantry automatic in 
lieu thereof. 

In the new course all the firing is 
from the prone position except for in- 
clusion of 10 shots from the kneeling or 
sitting position in the instruction prac- 
tice, in order that the soldier may un- 
derstand that to fire from position other 
than prone, in cases of combat emer- 
gency, is possible though productive of 
less accuracy. The prone position is the 
normal firing position for the machine 
rifle because its weight and bulk render 
it difficult to hold steadily in other 
positions. 

The new qualification course has been 
been made more difficult than the tenta- 
tive course by substituting an eight- 
inch bull’s eye target for the twenty- 
inch bull’s eye and silhouette target at 
200 and 300 yards; by including rapid 
fire in addition to slow fire at 500 yards, 
by adding slow fire at 600 yards, and 
by increasing the percentage require- 
ments for qualification.

SUMMERALL HONORED BY NATIVE STATE. 


prom HONORED one of its most distinguished sons on January 17 when 
Major General Charles P. Summerall, Chief of Staff, U. S Aas. was presented 
with a sabre in behalf of the people of that State by Governor Martin at elaborate 
ceremonies held at Jacksonville. The sabre and scabbard are works of military art, 
the <cabbard portraying General Summerall’s World War service. 

Beginning at the bottom of the scabbard there are crossed rifles and a cannon, 
showing service in both the Artillery and Infantry. Next, and to the right, is the 
guidon of the 67th Field Artillery Brigade of the 42d Division, which General Sum- 
merali commanded and took overseas upon America’s entry into the World War. 
On the left is the guidon of the First Field Artillery Brigade, to which he was 
transferred and commanded during the first half of 1918. Between the guidons is 
the insignia of the Fifth Army Corps, which General Summerall commanded during 
the last phase of the Meuse-Argonne Battle; above that and to the right is the in- 
signia of the Ninth Army Corps, which the General commanded in France after the 
Armistice, and, to the left, the insignia of the Fourth Army Corps, which he com- 
manded in Germany. 

Surmounting all of these insignia is that of the First Division, which arrange- 
ment seems most appropriate, since the Army and American history will always 
blend the name of General Summerall with the fighting achievements of this famous 
Division. 


INTERESTED IN MERCHANT “AIR CARRIERS” PROPOSAL. 
| EVELOPMENTS in the proposal of New York financial interests to build, with 
governmental aid, a fleet of fast passenger ships to operate in the Atlantic with 
airplane connections at both ends of the run, are being followed with considerable 
interest in naval circles. 

From a Naval standpoint the most interesting angle is the fact that the pro- 
posed ships are to be so constructed as to be readily transformed in an emergency 
for use as airplane carriers. Even in peace-time operation the plan calls for a land- 
ing deck that will enable planes to take-off and land at sea and the argument is 
bein, advanced in some quarters that through the Naval Reserve they will serve 
as a school for training pilots as effectiveiy as those on active duty. 

There are intimations that one or two members of the Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee look with favor on the proposal for the Government to invest in this project, 
though there has been no outspoken support. One member, it is understood, has 
expressed the opinion privately that the carrying out of this project could be utilized 
to curtail the five-year program with respect to carrier construction. 

Obviously this opinion hasn’t a strong following among committee members 
nor elsewhere in Congress where the problems of naval defense are understood and 
is scouted by naval experts. While there is a keen appreciation of the value of 
such ships as auxiliaries to augment the fighting forces in time of war, they can 
no more be substituted for carrier tonnage than can other merchantmen for other 
types of fighting ships. : 


PERSHING’S FIGHT FOR A. E. F. IS DESCRIBED. 
GENERAL PERSHING’S difficulties in organizing the American Expeditionary 
¥ Forces in France are admirably told by Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly, Res., in a 
series of articles now appearing in The Cosmopolitan Magazine under the heading 
“It’s Time You Knew The Truth.” General Reilly was Colonel of the 149th Field 
Artillery, 42nd Division, and later commanded the 83rd Infantry Brigade. 

In the February issue the writer tells of General Pershing’s struggles to 
have an American Army at all preventing the use of our men as mere replace- 
ment troops and laborers in British, French and Italian Divisions. He also out- 
lines British attempts to have Pershing’s power broken through direct appeals to 
President Wilson. Altogether it should prove an interesting and informative series. 





TEN RESERVE CHAPLAINS ORDERED TO LEAVENWORTH 
TEN ARMY RESERVE CHAPLAINS, the greatest number in recent years, have 
been ordered to attend the Chaplains School at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas.

BILLS ON AIR CORPS PROMOTION INTRODUCED. 
NOTWITHSTANDING the comprehensive report submitted to the Congress on 
the promotion situation by the General Personnel Board and the hearings which 
are now under way on proposed legislation in the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, there are indications that the dissatisfaction within the Air Corps, which 
was originally responsible for the studies throughout the Army, has not yet dimin- 
ished to any appreciable degree. 

Evidence of this, it is held, is displayed by the action of Senator Robinson and 
Representative Dickstein in introducing identical bills in the Senate and House 
providing for a separate promotion list of Air Corps officers. These two bills are 
S. 2595 and H. R. 9366 and have been referred to-the respective Military Committees 
of the Senate and House, where it is expected they will provide fuel for some lively 
comment before any further action is taken. It is*considered probable that neither 
Committee will make a report on this subject until the report and proposed legis- 
lation of the General Personnel Board has been disposed of. 








CHAPLAIN AXTON ASSUMES HIS DUTIES AT RUTGERS. 
‘HAPLAIN John T. Axton, Col. Chaplains Corps, U. S. A., has assumed his new 

duties as Chaplain of Rutgers University, at New Brunswick, N. J. 

In an editorial welcoming the Chief of Chapiains to New Brunswick, 
the Daily Home News states that Chaplain Axton’s long experience in the Army 
Should be of inestimable aid in establishing the closest of relations between the 
student body and himself.

INCREASE IN NAVY ENLISTED STRENGTH SOUGHT. 

REGARDLESS OF THE OUTCOME of the Naval Building Program, a determined 

effort will be made to have provision made in the Naval Appropriation Bill for 
an increase in the enlisted personnel strength over the limit set by the Budget. 
With the addition of the two new aircraft carriers to the list of active ships the need 
for more men is apparent, and the department has high hopes that the committee, 
after the hearings, will provide for more men, 86,000 being the minimum figure with 
which the forces afloat can be maintained on anything approximating a satisfactory 
basis. 

A striking illustration of the handicap the Navy Department is laboring under 
in operating the forces afloat as a result of the shortage of enlisted personnel and 
the expansion required as a result of the development of aviation with the fleet is 
shown in the recent orders withdrawing the Destroyer Division from the European 
station, with orders to report to the Commander, Scouting Fleet at Guantanamo 
Bay, to make available a division for assignment to duty with the aircraft Lexinge 
ton on the west coast. 

With the assignment of the Lexington and Saratoga to the Battle Fleet it be- 
came necessary for fleet operation and training to have destroyers with them. None 
were available without disrupting the existing fleet organization and no men were 
available for putting any of the tied-up destroyers into commission. From the pres- 
ent outlook there is no immediate prospect of replacing the six destroyers ordered 
back from the European station, leaving Vice Admiral Guy H. Burrage with his flag- 
ship, the Cruiser Detroit, and virtually putting the European Squadron out of 
existence.

To Inspect Saratoga 

EARLY a score of members of Con- 

gress, including a majority of the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, are 
guests of the Navy today at Hampton 
Roads on a trip of inspection of the 
aircraft carrier Saratoga.

Porpoise and will be transferred to the 
submarine tender Camden at the mouth 
of the Potomac. After visiting the giant 
carrier, the party, under the guidance 
of Rear Admiral R. E. Coontz, com- 
mandant of the Fifth Naval District, will 
inspect the other naval activities in and 
about Hampton Roads and will return 
to the Capital today.

ARMY PROMOTION DISCUSSED. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal. 

OU have askea for comment upon the re- 
Y cent report of the General Promotion 
Board. In submitting the following com- 
ment I trust that I express not only my own 
views but those of many other officers who 
have given the report the same careful 
study that I have given it. 

A clear understanding of the problem of 
promotion is impossible unless the discus- 
sion is freed from confusing detail. Be- 
cause the report of this Board deals with 
many other subjects than that of promotion 
it is difficult, if not impossible, to get a 
proper perspective unless all .other and 
extraneous matter is disregarded and only 
that part which deals with promotion is 
discussed. I have eliminated such disturb- 
ing matter in the following comment for 
this reason and not because the deleted 
matter is unimportant to the Army from 
some other point of view. 

At the outset it should be understood that 
the report which the Secretary of War for- 
warded to Congress at its request makes 
no pretense of being an expression of the 
Service at large, but that it is expressly 
stated to be the opinion of five senior offi- 
cers acting as an independent board which 
“did not allow itself to be influenced by any 
extraneous agencies or individuals,” includ- 
ing the 61 local boards called to express the 
opinions of the majority of Army officers 
who were vitally affected by the problem 
and its solution. It is an important point to 
consider and doubtless was considered by 
the Secretary of War when he forwarded 
the report without either approval or com- 
ment. The report may, therefore, be freely 
discussed without being critical of the War 
Department’s ideas nor running counter to 
what is before Congress as the expression 
of views of the majority of interested 
officers, 

The original problem-—the arrangement 
of names of “hump” officers on the Promo- 
tion List is disposed of very properly by 
showing the wisdom and propriety of the 
present arrangement and that this arrange- 
ment was in perfect consonance with the 
law on the subject. 

The most important problem with which 
this report deals is the problem of provid- 
ing a system of promotion which shall in- 
sure a regular and reasonable flow of promo- 
tion for all officers on the list. Whether or 
not this problem is so serious that some 
change must be made is debatable. Officers 
naturally hope for more rapid promotion, but 
they view with apprehension many of the 
propositions for attaining this end, for they 
see in them but a temporary relief for 
which they will have to pay a heavy price 
later on in life. I believe that the majority 
of officers prefer to let matters stand as 


they are than have their future careers 
jeopardized by legislation designed to be 
helpful. 


The War Department is especially con- 
cerned at this time with the promotion 
problem as it affects a considerable number 
of officers who entered the Service during 
and after the war and who now form the so- 
called “hump.” There is the danger to be 
avoided of over concentration upon the 
plight of these officers, for apparently this 
intense concentration has created a mental 
fog that obscures the importance of the 
promotion problem to other officers in other 
grades. With these other officers smoked 
out of the picture a solution is reached 
which may fit the “hump” officers,” but 
which when applied to the Army as a whole 
is illogical, unsymmetrical and which will 
demand at an early date another change in 
the law to meet a new problem of promo- 
tion. 

As an example of a group of officers not 
adequately considered, we may investigate 
the promotion problem of our colonels. 
There are 469 colonels on the Promotion 
List. Present experience is that four of 
these are promoted to the grade of Briga- 
dier General each year and about 20 others 
become casualties. With an average of 14 
files a year it would take 33 years for a 
colonel to pass through the grade. Atten- 
tion is, however, concentrated upon the 
plight of the captains who expect and aver- 
age 104 files a year and an expected stay in 
the grade of 83 years. The period is much 
too long in either case and, of scourse, is 
purely mathematical. The point is that both 
colonels and captains are faced with a de- 
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pressing slowness of promotion which af- 
fects their morale adversely. If we exam- 
ine the history of the Army for the past 20 
years we will see that without artificial 
stimulus, such as that proposed, we may 
confidently expect the captain and the col- 
onel both to move forward and upward at a 
reasonable if irregular rate. 

That we have no captains retiring now at 
the age of 64 is solely because the Army 
has been frequently increased in size _to 
keep abreast of our national responsibilities 
and growing wealth. Officers who are now 
retiring for age in the grade of colonel 
entered the Army when its strength was 
27,089. In 1900 the strength had been in- 
creased to 68,155 and 10 years later it was 
80,718. It is now about 120,000 and still so 
far short of the strength thought appro- 
priate in 1920, when the Defense Act was 
passed, that it is altogether probable an- 
other increase will be granted in the not 
distant future. Such an increase will do 
all that is necessary in the way of accelerat- 
ing promotion to a reasonable rate. Any 
artificial stimulus adopted at this time 
should be carefully considered to determine 
first whether it is necessary, and second 
whether it will carry more evil than good 
to the Army it seeks to benefit. 

The cause of the present slowness of pro- 
motion is, as it has always been, that the 
number of officers placed in the several 
grades is determined, not by promotion re- 
quirements, but by other considerations, 
such as the needs of a tactical organiza- 
tion, the necessities of a civil-military duty, 
where rank must be proportioned to the re- 
sponsibilities, or some other controlling fac- 
tor. If expressed graphically, the design of 
the promotion list by grades would show a 
number of constrictions or bottle necks 
where the number of officers in a grade is 
so large in proportion to the number in 
the next higher grade that congestion is in- 
evitable. 

The solution proposed by the Board at- 
tacks these constrictions. The most un- 
favorable constriction is that between col- 
onel and brigadier general, where the ratio 
is 1 to 10.2. This is a very serious bottle 
neck because of the severe ratio, far greater 
than at any other point. The next obstruc- 
tion is in the passage from major to lieu- 
tenant colonel, where the ratio is 1 to 3. 
All other ratios are smaller than those 
mentioned and are reasonably near the ideal 
fixed by the promotion consideration alone. 

The ratio between majors and lieutenant 
colonels is the first attacked. By increasing 
the number of lieutenant colonels the pres- 
sure is somewhat relieved, but the full 
measure of the relief is difficult to determine, 
since the ratio established by the board is a 
variable one, both in quantity and in the 
method of determining the relative 
strengths. One limit of this variable ratio 
reduces the number of majors and so would 
be logical and helpful, but the other limit 
greatly increases the number of majors and 
so makes more pronounced the construction 
that should be reduced. This latter ratio 
presents the absurdity of improving a situa- 
tion by making it worse. 

The ratio between colonels and brigadier 
generals is improved as a result of increas- 
ing both sides of the bottle neck. One side— 
the brigadier generals—is given a propor- 
tionately larger increase and the ratio is 
reduced from 1 to 10.2 to 8.94, which is still 
so large as to be fatal to a reasonable flow 
of promotion upward from the grade of 
colonel. 7 

Alteration of the ratios accomplished 
little or nothing except the momentary ad- 
vantage that follows the increased number 
of officers placed in the higher grades. 
These advantages having been gained the 
promotion problem remains unsolved in as 
bad or even in a worse condition than it is 
today. Apparently this was sensed by the 
board, for little weight is attached to the 
increases as promotion solutions, the main 
reliance being placed upon relief valves or 
spillways put in at the points of constric- 
tion to accelerate the flow outward for some 
and upward for others. The report suggests 
the removal by these spillways of about 75 
colonels and 105 lieutenant colonels. The 
effect of this blood letting would be helpful 
to the captains and other officers of the 
“hump” until they in their turn arrive in 
the shadow of the guillotine and are sacri- 
ficed for the good of their juniors. It may 
be that these officers who benefit today may 
be willing to pay the price tomorrow, but 
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The Cuban Congress has voted

what of the officers who do not benefit and 
what of the interests of the Nation? 

This part of the plan deprives the Gov- 
ernment of something like 180 senior offi- 
cers annually and the places of these 
trained and experienced seniors is to be 
taken by a corresponding number of in- 
experienced and untried youths taken in at 
the bottom of the list from the ranks or 
from civil life, as the Military Academy 
cannot supply even the small number now 
taken in each year. 

The economic aspect of this loss is not 
stressed in the report. They have devoted 
their lives to their profession, have been 
educated at the expense of the Government, 
have had a most valuable war experience 
and have periods of remaining usefulness 
running from one to 15 years. Besides suf- 
fering this economic loss, the Government 
will be called upon to pay two salaries, 
where one is now paid and while the saving 
made on the retired officer will at first pay 
the salary of his replacement, a few years 
of experience under this system will suffice 
to turn the balance against the Govern- 
ment, thus making the picture of financial 
loss complete. 

As to the retired officers, the cost of the 
change in the law would be a serious blow, 
as, varying with length of service it would 
run from $10,500 in the case of a colonel 
retired at 60 years, to $43,500 in the case of 
a lieutenant colonel retired at 51. 

The Board suggests that 75 colonels—or 
as many as may be neeessary within that 
limit—should be selected for retirement 
from among those colonels who have been 
passed over in appointments to the grade of 
brigadier general. The promotion from the 
grade of colonel is still to be by selection 
from an eligible list and not by seniority. 
Our present experience is that about 1 per 
cent of the colonels on the list may be pro- 
moted in any year. Ninety-nine per cent of 
the colonels on the list, therefore, must be 
“passed over” to another year. It is only 
reasonable to suppose that among these 99 
per cent there will be found a number of 
superior colonels who are on the eligible 
list, and since promotion is not by seniority 
it is reasonable to suppose that some at 
least will be “jumped.” Those who have 
been jumped or passed over in favor of a 
junior will automatically be classed as “un- 
fit” and so will be subject to retirement or, 
at least, will be placed in jeopardy of an 
embittered retirement coupled with a finan- 
cial loss of thousands of dollars. 

All officers have entered the Service with 
a contractual expectation of remaining on 
the active list until they reach the age of 
64. For the Government to say to them, 
after 20 or 30 years of faithful service, that 
it has adopted a new policy which will force 
an earlier separation and which will cost 
them from $10,000 to $43,000 would be un- 
pardonable. The effect would not only be 
bad upon the officers immediately con- 
cerned but also would be bad upon the 
morale of all officers because of the appre- 
hension and uncertainty as to their own 
future when they shall have reached a 
senior grade. 

Any solution of the promotion problem 
to be acceptable must be free from the taint 
of bad faith if it is to be helpful. Until 
some equitable solution is suggested the 
Army may well wait silently and hopefully 
for the relief it needs, Our history indicates 
that Congress will in due time find such a 
solution and give us the relief it has always 
given when it was actually needed.

President, 
THINKS NAVY STAND WRONG.

H‘s the National Guard any interest in 
the controversy between the Army and 

Navy over the recent severance in athletic 

relationship at the two big service schools? 

Most assuredly it has! 

Do you know what the argument is all 
about? Do you know exactly why the Navy 
refused to sign the new four-year con- 
tract for the annual football game? Do 
you know why “Army” insisted on main- 
taining its position in the matter? 

The interest of the National Guardsman 
in this question arises first because he is 
a member of a component of the land de- 
fenses of the nation-—-a part of the Army 
of the United States, in time of war at 
least. And second, each year greater num- 
bers of National Guardsmen are securing 
admission to West Point and many are mak- 
ing names for themselves, their States and 
their service by participation in West 
Point athletics. No longer is West Point 
a mythical institution housing a special 
“brain trust” which meves in a mysterious 
manner its wonders to perform. It is now 
a school for the whole service and one 


in which the largest organized component 
of the Army holds a special interest. 

For years the two great service schools, 
The Military Academy and The Naval 
Academy, have enjoyed athletic relation- 
ship. The annual football game which 
closed the official intercolleagiate season 
was the most colorful sporting affair on 
the calendar. Its growth in popularity was 
astounding. The attendance was governed 
only by the seating capacity. Government 
officials from the President down were the 
target for requasts for seats from every 
section of the country. Congressmen and 
Senators paid many social and political 
debts with the coveted bits of pasteboard 
which admitted to the scene of the conflict, 

And now, with a few terse words jointly 
signed by the Superintendents of the two 
schools, all this is gone and its glory is 
but history. 

What event has happened to check the 
growth of this stupendous national spec- 
tacle? Surely something comparable to 
the event itself must have _ intervened. 
What is it? 

The Navy school, upon receipt of the 
new contract, desired to insert therein a 
clause which would prohibit the playing 
of any man who has already participated 
three years in intercollegiate athletics. 

On the face of it that doesn’t appear 
to mean much but let’s look at the situa- 
tion a bit. 

Civilian institutions the country over 
long ago adopted a set of eligibility rules. 
One of the rules stated that no man could 
compete on a team until he had been one 
year at the school. This one-year rule, 
preventing the playing of freshmen, was 
aimed to secure a stability in athletic rep- 
resentation. If a man evidenced his de- 
sire to affiliate with a school by remaining 
one year before being permitted to play 
on athletic teams it was considered evi-

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE in his speech before the Pan American Congress at 

Havana expressed the thought of the American people when he said: 

“They (the Pan American nations) have never come under the delusion of 
military grandeur. Nowhere among these republics have great military establish- 
ments ever been maintained for the purpose of overdrawing or subjugating other 
nations. We have all nourished a commendable sentiment of moderate preparation 
for national defense, believing that for a nation to be unreasonably neglectful of 
the military art, even if it did not invite and cause such aggression as to result 
either in war or in abject humiliation, it must finally lead to a disastrous disintegra- 
tion of the very moral fiber of the nation.” 

The picture given by President Coolidge, which is the true picture of American 
policy and action, is not the picture which foreign propaganda and even some of our 
prominent self-styled patriots present for the delusion of South and Central Amer- 
ica. There has been meeting in Washington for some days past the Third Annual 
Conference on the Cause and Cure of War. Some of the speakers assailed the 
“imperialism” of their own country and “the economic exploitation of weaker 
states,” and there were presented. suggestions which their authors profoundly 
believed would “cure” war. For example, Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, chairman of 
the gathering, proposed “a nice little panic or national bankruptcy,” while another 
clever mind advanced the idea of “abolition of all uniforms and other forms of 


~” 


pageantry. 

Perhaps Mrs. Catt will recall the panic and confusion which involved finance and 
commerce in August, 1914, But the conditions precipitated did not stop the advance 
of the German forces, nor the hectic preparation for defense on the part of France 
and England. Moreover, our business man is apt to wonder at the kind of mentality 
which would propose seriously the creation of panics as an anti-war remedy. 
Adoption of the proposal would have the world in a state of national bankruptcy. 

As to the uniform, which has come in for such sweeping condemnation, we real- 
ize that this classification includes every organization from Masonic and other bodies 
down to and including the lowly bell hop, and does not apply to the Services alone. 
We agree with the lady who developed this superb remedy that a law should be 
passed forbiding anyone to wear anything resembling remotely a uniform. We 
would place under the ban also insignias and decorations of all kinds and descrip- 
tions, including the foolscap which the nitwit occasionally wears in the corner of the 
old-fashioned schoolroom. 





] Y VIRTUALLY UNANIMOUS action, the House Naval Affairs Committee has 

gone on record in opposition to a “Paper Navy.” It has stricken out the clause 
empowering the President to suspend building operations, at his discretion, in the 
event of an international limitation conference and has declared most emphatically 
in favor of specific schedule for starting and completing the ships to be authorized. 

This procedure, following earlier declarations by Chairman Butler and other 
members that ships of steel and not mere authorizations were needed, will strike a 
responsive chord in Congress and throughout the country. The bill will be reported 
out, shorn of all restrictions, and the issue will be squarely up to Congress as to 
whether the American Navy is to be kept up to approximate treaty strength or 
permitted to lag behind, a bad third in international standing.

EMERGENCY BILLS PENDING. 

PROSPECTS for the enactment of 

Emergency Officers’ legislation as 
proposed in the identical bills introduced 
in both Houses of Congress by Senator 
Tyson, Tennessee, and Congressmen Roy 
Fitzgerald, of Ohio, are considered ex- 
cellent during the present session of the 
Congress. ‘ 

In the House the Fitzgerald Bill has 
been reported favorably by the World 
War Veterans Committee and awaits a 
decision of the Rules Committee for a 
place on the Legislative Calendar. That 
it will receive favorable treatment by the 
House as a whole is the firm belief of 
its supporters in that body. 

The Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs considered Senator Tyson’s iden- 
tical bill in executive session yesterday, 
Jan. 20, and reported it favorably. 

That there will be determined opposi- 
tion to the measure in the Senate seems a 








History of Fourth Cavalry 

HE Fourth Cavalry was organized at 

Jefferson Barracks; Mo., in March, 
1855, for the purpose of protecting set- 
tlements and immigrant trains against 
the depredations of the Indian horsemen 
of the western plains. 

Almost immediately after being or- 
ganized the Regiment was dispatched to 
Kansas, then a wild unsettled country, 
and took the field against hostile Indians. 
On July 29, 1857, the Regiment engaged 
in its first big battle, the Battle of Solo- 
mon’s Fork on the Kansas. River. 
Frontier campaign followed frontier 
campaign from this time to the Civil 
War. 

In this great war the Regiment dis- 
tinguished itself repeatedly. On July 21, 
1861, it participated in the Battle of 
Bull Run. After many minor engage- 
ments, we find the Regiment in the Siege 
of Yorktown; again in the Battle of 
Gaines Mill, Cold Harbor, Malvern Hill 
and the famous Battle of Antietam on 
September 16 and 18, 1862. Among the 
battles engaged in in the next year were 
Franklin, Shelbyville, Chattanooga and 
Chickamauga. After these came West 
Point, Kenesaw Mountain, Nashville, 
Selma, Columbus and others too numer- 
ous to mention. 

Immediately after the Civil War, with- 
out rest, the Regiment swept across the 
plains of Texas after outlaws and In- 
dians. The history of the Regiment in 
the years that followed the Civil War is 
one continuous chain of hard marches, 
severe rides through Texas, Arizona, 
Wyoming, Montana, the Dakotas, Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma, its blizzard camps, 
fording of swollen streams, privations 
in food and clothing, all truly make a 
volume of honor to our service. 

In 1889, the Regiment was sent to the 
Philippine Islands and immediately be- 
came a part of the fighting field force 
against the Filipino insurgent army. 
Here the Regiment encountered the heat 
of the tropics, strange foes and stranger 
diseases, participated in the hard cam- 
paign of Northern Luzon and the battles 
of San Isidro, Lalavere, Silbul, Fort 
Rizal, Bud Dajo, San Mateo and the Is- 
lands of Rio Grande. 

Again the Regiment went back to the 
frontier, but this time against Mexican 
outlaws and insurrectionists, protecting 
the United States from invasion of its 
soil by warring factions. 

The Regiment was spread out in small 
detachments along the Mexican border, 
sometimes in Texas, other times in 
Arizona and New Mexico, patroling the 
thousands of miles along our southern 
boundary. This service lasted until the 
Regiment went to the Hawaiian Islands 
in 1913, where it remained until No- 
vember, 1918. It then returned to the 
Mexican border where it garrisoned Fort 
Ringgold and Fort Brown, until Novem- 
ber, 1921, when the First Squadron took 
station at Fort Sam Houston and the 
balance of the Regiment occupied Fort 
McIntosh. 

The last changes of station took place 
in May, 1924, when the First Squadron 
was ordered to Fort Meade, S. Dak., 
and October, 1924, the time of the ar- 
rival of the Regimental Headquarters 
and the Second Squadron at Fort D. A. 
Russell. 

Among the famous officers who have 
served with the Regiment are Edwin 
V. Sumner, who became one of the great 
generals of the Army of the Potomac; 
Robert E. Lee, the famous Confederate 
chieftain; John Sedgwick, who gave his 
life at the head of his Corps in the 
Wilderness; Lawrence P. Graham, one of 
the heroes of Resaca de la Palma; Ronald 
McKenzie, scourge of the border In- 
dians; Jeb Stuart and J. E. Johnston of 
Confederate fame and the late Maj. Gen. 
Leonard Wood.

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Morin On Promotion 
(Continued from First Page) 
honorable and exacting service in the 
military establishment should establish 
this right, executive discretion continu- 
ing to be exercised only for applicants 

of less service.” 

H. R. 8148, to provide for the transfer 
from the active list of the Army of pro- 
motion-list colonels, is the first para- 
graph of Section 7 of the general bill, 
and is based on the theory that a cer- 
tain definite attrition in the higher 
grades is necessary to prevent stagna- 
tion of promotion in the intermediate 
grades should Congress take favorable 
action on the legislation proposed to do 
something for the promotion of junior 
officers. 

The Secretary of War, giving the offi- 
cial attitude of the War Department, 
states the following: 

“I favor the passage of this bill. It is 
not in conflict with the financial pro- 
gram of the President. The bill au- 
thorizes a sufficient number of retire- 
ments to cause an annual turnover of 
not to exceed one-seventh the number of 
promotion-list colonels. The Army has 
no similar provision of existing law and 
is, therefore, without means of prevent- 
ing a banking up in the grade of colonel 
of many officers not selected for promo- 
tion to brigadier general or for appoint- 
ment as chiefs and assistant chiefs of 
branches. 

“An existing law governing the Navy 
provides that captains of the line be- 
come ineligible for promotion and be re- 
tired upon completion of 35 years of 
commissioned service. An existing law 
applicable to the Marine Corps requires 
that colonels not upon an eligible list 
for promotion be retired when they reach 
the age of 56 years. 

“The proposed legislation would meet 
a deficiency now existing in the laws 
governing the Army. Only in any year 
in which the vacancies in the grade of 
colonel, due to promotions and separa- 
tions combined, do not equal or exceed 
one-seventh the strength of that grade 
would the law be effective. It would then 
permit, but would not require, the nor- 
mal departures from the grade to be 
supplemented, the total to be within a 
limit of one-seventh the strength of the 
grade. 

“A rate of promotion contemplating 
about seven years in the grade of colonel 
and therefore an annual turnover of 
one-seventh in that grade is desirable 
from the standpoint of efficiency. With- 
out such a turnover promotion in all

grades below is retarded. Under the 
proposed legislation this turnover can 
be had, or approached, without detri- 
ment to the service, as those colonels 
retired would undoubtedly be those long 
in the grade who had been repeatedly 
passed over for promotion and there- 
fore without future prospects. Such a 
result would be assured by having the 
selections made by the same board of 
general officers that selects colonels 
deemed qualified for promotion.” 

In concluding his letter the Secretary 
states: 

“T recommend the passage of this bill, 
believing it to be essential for greater 
efficiency and clearly for the best inter- 
ests of the Government. Some measure 
to decrease the banking up of officers 
in the grade of colonel, and the conse- 
quent blocking of promotion in all 
grades below, has been shown by experi- 
ence to be necessary. The proposed 
measure would be much less severe and 
more conservative than any automatic 
rule for retirement at a definite time, 
similar to that in other services. It per- 
mits the exercise of discretion, not only 
as to the numbers, within a definite 
limit, who may be retired, but also in 
the determination of the individuals to 
be retired.” 

No determination has yet been made 
by the House Committee as to whether 
the general bill or the several separate 
bills will be considered first. However, 
as the reports of the Department on the 
several bills are received the measures 
will be submitted to the committee and 
the subcommittee having jurisdiction of 
any particular bill. The action of the 
Senate will be noted with interest, but 
the members of the House Committee 
will undoubtedly be of a mind to study 
most carefully all angles of the propo- 
sition.

Affairs, in a statement issued Jan. 15 
declared he intended to continue efforts 
to effect a compromise between West 
Point and Annapolis. He intimated that 
“When Congressman Morin, Chairman 


of the Military Affairs Committee of the 
House, says that West Point is negotiating 


with the University of Minnesota to fill 
the abandoned date for the big service 
football ‘game next November, he should 
have known that Minnesota regards West 
Point as an outlaw in athletic sports and 
therefore would not compete against the 
Army in any field of athletics. 


“And Minnesota is not alone in her atti- 
tude against West Point for none of the 
bie sen Western Conference colleges will 
compete with West Point in the gym- 
nasium, on the field or in the water, be- 
cause the Army insists on playing under 
its own rules instead of those in use by 
every Class A college in America. 

“The Universities of Indina, Michigan, 
Wceonsin, Nebraska, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Illinois, Chicago, Northwestern and Purdue 
are a unit in their stand against West 
Point rules and until they are changed to 
meet Intercollegiate Conference require- 
ments, there can be no competitive sports 
between the wearers of the uniform and 
that tine strin= of colleges. 

“Mr. John I. Griffith, Commissioner of 
Athletics of the Intercollegiate Conference, 
suys that his association has adopted the 
principle, that Conference universities 
should not compete with non-Conference 
institutions of a similar rank athletically, 
unless they both compete under practically 
the same rules of eligibility. 

“The break between the two service in- 
stitutions is, to my mind, but a forerunner 
of what will happen in many other di- 


rections if West Point does net finally 
agree to meet its competitors on an 
equality. 

“For West VPoint to have played four 


football stars this year whe were ineligi- 
ble to play for any other first-clags uni- 
versity in the country, is a distinetion a 
winning team cannot very well be 
proud of. 

‘If West “oint is more interested in win- 
ithletic contests than it is in promot- 


nite 
ins fair and equal competition in the in- 
terest of good sportsmanship, then it re- 


mains for the mere important universities 
to ignore her when making up their annual 
prograins. 

“The ‘uniform’ shiuld always stand for 
that which is finest in athletics and when 
it comes to do so, it very naturally loses 
respect and dignity. 

J am still hopeful that 
not insist upon ‘standing 
eligibility rules made solely 
of geod sports.”

Commenting on the statement tonight

attitude. Conference schedules for 1928 are 
now compiete and more than two-thirds 
complete for 1929 and 1930, the remaining 
years of a four-year schedule plan. 

Representative Henry R. Rathbone, of 
Illinois, wrote the following letter to 
Hon, Max Mason, President of the Uni- 
versity under date of January 16, sug- 
gesting that the University schedule a 
game with the Military Academy for 
Nov. 24.

On Jan. 17, Comdr. Jonas Ingram, U. 
S. N., director of athletics at Annapolis, 
stated that Nov. 24 in the Navy schedule 
would be kept open a “reasonable time” 
to afford West Point an opportunity to 
sign the contract for the 1928 gridiron 
classic. 

Maj. P. B. Fleming, U. S. A., Graduate 
Manager of Athletics at West Point, on 
January 18 issued the following state- 


ment: 

The Military Academy deplores the pro- 
longation of the discussion in the press of 
the athletic controversy between the two 
academies. However, in justice to the Mil- 
itary Academy, the following comment is 
made in regard to the Navy communica- 
tion of January 17: 

This dispatch tends to place upon the 
Army the entire responsibility for failure 
to schedule the next game and to indicate 
that the Army may eventually sign the 
actua! contract for 1928. 

Gen. Winans, in his statement several 
weeks ago, explained at length the Army's 
situation. A four-year contract was signed 
by the two institutions in 1926 on which 
one game was played in 1927, and three 
games remain to be played. This contract, 
like all preceding contracts, contained no 
stipulation as to the eligibility require- 
ments,

1927, made an an- 
“adopting and requiring of 
their opponents the three-year varsity 
competition rule.” The Army has always 
felt that this announcement, made subse- 
quent to the signing of the four-year con- 
tract, was incompatible with that contract. 

The Military Academy has had no com- 
munication with the Naval Academy on 
this question since Admiral Nulton met 
Gen. Winans at the request of the latter, 
in Washington, on January 7. The two 
superintendents announced after their con- 
ference that the four-year contract was 
cancelled and that there would be no game 
in 1928. 

In another statement issued Jan. 18 
in the Army-Navy athletic situation, 
Representative Britten said: 

“No more Army-Navy football games 

“Il be played unless Congress, department 
heads or President Coolidge intervene in 
the dispute over eligibility rules govern- 
ing athletic contests between the two Serv- 
ice institutions.

It now remains for Notre Dame, the 
Army's other big opponent, to finish the 
job on the three year rule and she cer- 
tainly is justified in doing so, after the 
beating she took from the Army outlaws 
last season. Score 18 to 0. 

lt will be remembered that all 18 Army 
points were made by men who would not 
be permitted to play in any other first 
class college in the United States. 

It will also be remembered that the West 
Point team for 1927 included nine players 
who would be considered outlaws in any 
other Class A university. They were Har- 
bold, Sprague, Hammack, Seeman, Born, 
Saunders, Nave, Cagle and Wilson. 

In ten principal games last season, West 
Point scored 197 points against their op- 
ponents 37. With the exception of an oc- 
casional point scored by Murrell or Piper, 
the entire 197 winning points were made 
by players who would not have been per- 
mitted to play on the losing team.

“The Indiana Intercollegiate Confer- 
ence has a rule that its members shall 
compete only with institutions having 
the one year Freshman rule and the 
three year rule. 

I was recently in receipt of a letter 
from the Indiana Intercollegiate Con- 
ference Association inquiring as to 
whether or not beth Service schools 
have the Freshman rule and three year 
rule. 

I am therefore writing to both of the 
Service institutions to find out, and J] 
presume if we are to remain a member 
of the Indiana Intercollegiate Confer- 
ence we will, after the present con- 
tracts have expired, be able to compete 
only with institutions that have the 
one year Freshman rule and the three 
year rule.’ 

As the Notre Dame letter was written 
eight months before the game with West 
Point, there can be no inference that it 
was promoted by a losing or timid attitude. 
There is no doubt but that it was written 
in the interest of square sportsmanship. 

At outs with Annapolis, West Point is 
now confronted with the loss of its most 
desirable remaining opponent, Notre Dame. 

Will the uniform insist on standing 
alone?” 

In a letter to the Army and Navy 
Journal, P. J. Carroll, C. S. C., Vice 
President of the University of Notre

By a Market Expert. 
DISCUSSING the Stock Market situa- 
tion for the current month, E. A. 
Pierce anc Company in its latest Review 
states: 

To speak of and really to 
have reference to immediate appreciation 
in principal price is, of course, utterly 
inaccurate and yet it seems to us as if 
much of the anticipation of the effect of 
January reinvestment demand upon the 
stock market approached the subject from 
the standpoint of principal enhancement. 
In other words, investment was discussed 
but speculation was meant. Much of the 
recent buying of common stocks has not 
looked as if income were the principal con- 
sideraticn. or that after mature investi- 
gation and deliberation, commitments were 
made in junior shares with the idea of 
putting purchases in strong boxes for an 
indefinite period. In other words, it is 
difficult for us to believe that the so-called 
January reinvestment demand, the amount 
of which was estimated all the way up to 
$1,000,000,000, has been a factor this month

On the 
contrary, the action of several stocks, 
since the first of the year, has indicated 
the presence of many buyers in the mar- 
ket who. having made a commitment, im- 
mediately were on the lookout for other 
buyers whose enthusiasm was just little 
more briehtly kindled.

dence of his personal interest h 
school and not merely an interest in 
athletics. 


But, to tie it up closer, these civilian 
schools added the further proviso that no 
man can compete in intercollegiate ath- 
letics for more than three years. This 
was designed to prevent men from commer- 
cializing their athletic ability. Without 
it a man could build up a reputation in 
one college and then enter another, re- 
main one year and continue to play on 
teams. The temptation to offer inducements 
to men to change schools is removed by the 
restrictions of this rule and without doubt 
it has had a most beneficial effect. 

The Army and Navy schools have had 
this one-year residence rule but have never 
had the three-year rule. 

These institutions stand on an entirely 
different basis from civilian schools. Their 
interest in their personnel extends beyond 
the immediate course of four years, for 
their main purpose is to develop leaders

for the two great branches of national 
defense. The four-year college course 1S 
merely preparatory to the stern demands 
of a life in the service. The schools strive 
to develop in the man all latent qualities 
for leadership and every opportunity is 
afforded its students for four years and 
then they are gone. The service schools 
mould men for the service which is to be 
their life work. " 

Since the Army and Navy need leaders 
their schools are alert to secure 4s candi- 
dates for admission those young men who 
have demonstrated in some degree the ca- 
pacity for leadership. All civilian schools 
require athletes to maintain high grades 
in their studies. If a man can go through 
two, three or four years in a civilian school 
with a scholastic standing which will per- 
mit him to take part in sports and he does 
take part in sports with honor to himself 
and his school, surely this man possesses 
in some degree the qualities which the 
Army and Navy desire. He evidently pos- 
sesses a strong body, and an ability to co- 
ordinate mind and body. 

That man should be interested in one 
of the service schools—either Army or 
Navy. But it must be remembered that, if 
he desires to enter either, he is required 
to take the entrance examinations. He is 
not granted special privileges. There is 
no special inducement held out to him. 
If he has already completed four years of 
collegiate work he is “invited” to take four 
more years of school work if he enters 
“Army” or “Navy.” If he is game enough 
to try it: if he is willing to work hard for 
four years more to prepare himself for a 
service career, why should he not be per- 
mitted to engage in the athletics which 
helped to develop him in his former school? 

The Army or Navy school student can- 
not become a floater. He doesn’t change 
his school on a mere whim. He knows when 
he enters just why he is entering. And 
with several years of intercollegiate work 
behind him he is ready for the rigors of 
the Army or Navy course. If the Army or 
Navy see in a star athlete in a civilian 
school a man who should make a good 
officer for the service, why urge him to 
enter “Army” or “Navy” if he must be told 
that upon entrance he will not be per- 
mitted to participate longer in the ath- 
letic contests he loves so well? Why pen- 
alize him upon entrance? Why say, “We 
recognized in you a potential leader—Come 
to us and work hard for four more years 
but don’t expect to get your recreation in 
the sport which has won you prominence?” 

That, in brief, is what the Navy school 
now proposes to say to these men. And 
why? 

No one has 
adequate reason. 

Colleges and universities in the past who 
hold to the three-year rule. have been 
anxious for places on the Army and Navy 
schools’ schedules. No civilian institution 
has ever raised its voice in protest against 
the practice of playing men who have 
played before. All civilian schools recog- 
nize the peculiar position these schools hold 
and all have accepted their rules without 
question. That it should remain for one 
of the service schools to raise a complaint 
about the other is astounding. 

Had both these schools consistently 
beaten all opponents because there played 
on their teams former college stars there 
might have been reason enough for civilian 
teams to raise a cry. But records show no 
particular advantage to the service schools, 
Some people have advanced the idea that 
recent defeats of Navy by Army has been 
the reason for Navy’s position. One hesi- 
tates to believe that. Some say Navy has 
become jealous because Army has been 
securing the pick of the college stars. 
Perhaps Army has secured more in recent 
years then Navy, but both have an equal 
chance at college undergraduates. Navy 
has a slight disadvantage because her max- 
imum age limit is less than that at West 
Point, but let Navy popularize its school 
or its service. Army has no objection and 
is willing to compete with Navy on that 
basis. 

Of course, the partisans of both schools 
are based in their opinions. That is nat-

ural. Congressman 
member of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, has recently denounced the Army 


stand, saying that Army stands alone 
among all the colleges of the land in her 
insistence upon being played under her own 
rules. Army may stand alone on that 
point, but Army stands alone among all 
schools of the country except Navy in the 
peculiar position she holds to her students. 
Army athletics as intercollegite contests 
are secondary to the big opportunity they 
present for the development of service 
leaders, a responsibility which Congress 
has placed upon both of its service schools, 
If conforming to certain eligibility rules, 
imposed by other schools upon themselves 
to prevent professionalism, for the pur- 
pose of equalizing the relative strength 
of Army with its athletic opponents will 
tend to defeat the fundamental purpose of 
athletic training, then Army must main- 
tain her position to be true to her responsi- 
bility. This point should be selfevident 
to both Navy and Congress. 

The public which supports athletics is 
disturbed by this quarrel. It fails to un- 
derstand the reason for it. The public 
pays the bill for college athletics, The 
public acclaims and loves its athletic stars. 
The Granges, the Dailys, the Hamilton, the 
Wilsons—these men hold breathless interest 
for the sport loving public. The publie is 
willing to pay to see its favorites play 
and the longer they play the better the 
public enjoys it. 

The public delights in the clean sport the 
colleges offer and despises professionalism 
in college sport. It praises the love of 
the school that makes men do and dare 
for it, and it would turn thumbs down on 
the man who, if he could, would change 
his school for a consideration—who would 
play for money and not the school.

lic realizes that the former college stars 
have completed their intercollegiate life 
and have gone into a serious profession and 
they are proud of them for it. But the 
public still wants to be thrilled by the 
athletic feats of these men. It wants to 
see them play as long as possible. That’s 
one of the reasons for the popularity of 
the “Army and Navy” game in past years. 
Everyone in the country can feel a per- 
sonal interest in one of these schools. 

The public, befuddled by the recent con- 
troversy, is beginning to think straight. 
It is looking in vain for a valid reason 
for the stand taken by the Navy. It never 
would have suggested such a stand for 
either Army or Navy and it can’t under- 
stand why Navy has suddenly raised an 
issue which would have resulted in pre- 
venting the further playing of old college 
stars. The public pays the bills and it’s 
beginning now to tell Navy that the latter’s 
demand is unreasonable. 

When the public, which is interested and 
fills the great grandstands to see athletic 
eontests finally arouses itself, the Navy 
demand will cause a lot of laughs. The pub- 
lic wants action. The Navy, arising suddenly 
to raise a cry of unsportsmanlike conduct 
against its traditional rival when Navy 
itself has long had the same rules of eli- 
gibility, seems to stand alone. The civilian 
schools remain strangely silent, willing to 
play both Army and Navy on the old basis. 
No one asked Navy to chastise itself. No 
reform wave in sport caught Navy on its 
crest and swept it on to evangelical leader- 
ship in the college world. That Navy should 
arise to testify that it feels it has sinned 
but will sin no more and* reached out its 
hand to an erring brother, the Army, gives 
the sporting public a big laugh. 

Let the Navy “be herself” again. Let 
her wait for someone to raise a criticism 
of her rules before she decides upon a 
“reformation” and before permitting the 
inference of poor sportsmanship to attach 
itself to a sister service.

and would enable a especial Navy Board 
to complete its investigations. 

On the following day Admiral Hughes 
testified that securiiy on the seas could 
only be attained “by an overwhelming su- 
perlority” and that therefore, an adequate 
Navy would require an increase of 25 per 


cent over the projected program. Differ- 
entiating between “adequate” and “rea- 
sonable,” the Admiral said the former is 


a sure chance of doing something, whereas 
the latter means “a fair chance” and reit- 
erated that the policy of the Department 
as outlined in 1926 was to have a “Navy 
second to none.” 

He declared that parity with Great Brit- 
ain was the “underlying idea” when the 
program was drafted. He quoted statis- 
tics to show the United States to be far 
behind Great Britain in a merchant ma- 
rine that would be available as a Naval 
auxiliary in the event of war. 

Admiral Hughes stated that the pro- 
jected program of the Navy is a “peace 
time building program for war needs. The 
Navy in peace is to prevent war.’ 

Entering into a discussion on subma- 
rines, 32 of which are requested in the 
program, Admiral Hughes stated in reply 
to a specific question by Representative 
Vinson that the Department “does not 
look with favor on the building of a sub- 
murine salvage ship as it does net know 
of any that would be of advantage.” He 
also gave statirtics to support his argu- 
ment that the United States has not had 
more submarine disasters than other 
powers. Admiral tlughes expressed the 
opinion that submarines “are a success,” 
and etated that the submarines of this 
country are “equal to any other country.” 

The Navy Department, when it drew up 
its naval building proeram, calling for con- 
struction of 71 ships to cost approximately 
$740,000,000, “had to take into considera- 
tion the fleet of Great Britain,” and was 
“verforming a patriotic duty” when it pat- 
terned its program in this manner, Repre 
sentative Gambrill declared at the hearing 
on Jan. 18 Representative Britten, of Chi- 
cago, declared that the program was pro- 
jected to “fill the needs of the United 
States Navy,” just as Great Britain is fill- 
ing her needs. The failure of the Geneva 
conference, he said, necessitated the pro- 
gram, Which he characterized as “in no 
way competitive.” 

The name of Rear Admiral William 8. 
Sims, U. S. N. (retired), former comman- 
der-in-chiet of American forces in Euro- 
pean waters, was drawn into the commit- 
tee discussions by Representative Wolver- 
ton, who quoted from statements made in 
1925 by Admiral Sims before the Morrow 
Aireraft Board. Representative Wolver- 
ton asked Admiral Hughes whether the 
Navy General Board “still figures that the 
battleship is the capital ship of the fu- 
ture?” 

“Yes,” replied Admiral Hughes. 

Mr. Wolverton then read Admiral Sims’ 
statement, to the effect that the “airplane 
earriers are the real capital ships of the 
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future.” .Admiral Hughes said. he could

Promotion Hearing Today 

AVING heard the statements of the 

members of the General Personne! 
Board velative to the methods at which 
it arrived at its published conclusions 
regarding the Army’s promotion prob- 
lem, the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs will commence general hearings 
on the proposed promotion legislation 
this afternoon, Saturday, January 21, at 
2 p. m. 

Decision to call witnesses from the 
various classes of officers affected and all 
others who may express a desire to tes- 
tify was reached afte. discussion in the 
Committee revealed that opposition to 
certain of the provisions included in the 
Board’s draft of remedial legis.ation had 
developed to rather large proportions. 

This opposition centerea about the 
power given to remove officers from the 
active list and the methods proposed for 
determining an officer’s fitness for the re- 
tention of his commission. 

It was stated by the members of the 
Board that an officer coming up for pro- 
motion would be required to pass a basic 
written examination which would count 
for 40 per cent of his standing and the 
remaining 60 per cent would be based 
upon his personal efficiency rating as 
marked by the various commanding offi- 
cers under whom he haa served during 
the length of his commissioned service. 
This examination for fitness would be 
given by a local board convened at the 
station at which the officer examined was 
stationed at the time and the results 
thereof would determine his relative 
position upon an eligibility list for pro- 
motion. In the event that the annual 
attrition rate, provided in the bill, should 
fall below 4 per cent in any one year, 
a Board of General Officers to be known 
as the General Personnel Board would 
be empowered to recommend for separa- 
tion from the active list such officers, 
who, judged by their records, could best 
be spared in order to make up the 4 
per cent rate. 

It was this provision, together with 
the fact that no appeal could be mace 
from the decision this Board, that 
caused exception to be taken by Senator 
Hiram Bingham and others to this 
method of forced elimination. 

On the other hand, officers of the War 
Department who have made a study of 
this bill contend that the Board’s action 
is not necessarily final as action must 
be taken by both the Secretary of War 
and the President before the recom- 
mendation could take effect. They also 
point out that the General Personnel 
Board would not be the same Board 
which examined the officer which 
gave him his efficiency rating, and that 
the Board would be, in effect, just such 
a reviewing authority as those opposed 
to the provisions of the bill advocate. 

It is expected that a series of hearings 
and discussions will be had upon the en- 
tire report of the General Personnel 
Board before any action is taken by the 
Committee and also that the modifica- 
tion of certain provisions of the proposed 
bill will be effected. 


Lord Bill Passage Near 
ASSAGE of H. R. 7926, which is the 
bill introduced by Congressman James 

authorizing the appointment of Brig. 
Gen. Herbert M. Lord, Director of the 
Budget, to be a major general on the re- 
tired list of the Army, is expected mo- 
mentarily in the House of Representa- 
tives. 

The bill was reported favorably by 
the Military Affairs Committee of the 
House and was placed upon the privaie 
calendar, where it is now awaiting ac- 
tion. It is understood there will be no 
opposition to the measure as it does not 
involve increased appropriations.
